IT'S A GIRL! Seventeen year old Diane 
Cox of Salem, Oregon has become the 
AMA’s first licensed girl Junior after 
only one year of Professional 
competition as a Novice.

Her racing career started in 1969 and 
since then she has first place in the 
McMinnville motocross 125 Junior class 
and the 100 class at the Benton Lane 
smooth track thing. She scored 60 
points as a Novice, well over the 40 





required for transfer, and will be 
wearing a yellow number plate with 
66Q on it. 


One editor just got his first ride on the 
DKW Wankel. He reports that it is the 
smoothest machine he ever rode, it gets 
about 33 MPG, looks nice, handles 
better than he expected, has a very low 
center of gravity, and is just dandy for 
riding around town. The single rotor 
model he rode sells for $1500, and a 
twin rotor model with fifty horsepower 
(claimed) is on the way. 


Mike Hartwig has joined the Yamaha 
team of Pete Karsmakers and Tim Hart 
which gives Yamaha. another strong 
team. 


The AMA has decided to rearrange the 
letters tacked on the end of riders’ 
number plates to designate the riders’ 
geographic origins. Before the National 
season begins we'll let you know what 
the new letters mean. 


Former National Champions get single 
digit numbers, and Mark Brelsford has 
chosen the number six. Dick Mann is 
number two, Romero is three, Markel is 
four (he has a license again this year), 
Roger Reiman is five, Mert Lawwill is 
seven, and Gary Nixon is nine. Unless 
number one plate holder Kenny Roberts 
recaptures the title or Reiman or Markel 
retire, Kenny is left with the number 
eight. 


Sammy Miller didn't renew his contract 
with the Bultaco factory. He may go to 
Honda to develop a trials bike for them. 


Norton Triumph is considering building 
a two stroke that reportedly overcomes 
most of the objections to two strokes. 


A firm in England called Piper is 
building an eight valve dual overhead 
cam head for 250 and 350 Honda twins. 


Dieter Braun, the world 250 road racing 
champion, may be signed by MV Agusta 
to replace Giacomo Agostini who signed 
for Yamaha. 


Giacomo  Agostini's younger brother 
Felice has been offered a water cooled 
250 by Yamaha. 


Something that we just found out about 
is Triumph's 560cc kit for the 500 
BSA/Triumph single. The kit boosts 
power by 50% (from 24 to 36, we're 
told). Sounds interesting. 


Harley won't have the 350 twins this 
year for road racing because of cost. 
The 250 twin is up in the air, but it may 
happen. We certainly hope so, some 
competition in the lightweight programs 
could make National road races much 
more interesting. 


Girl flat tracker Debbie Reon is featured 
in an article in “Cosmopolitan” this 
month along with some other dare-devil 
type ladies. The writer didn't know too 


much about bikes, but it gave Debbie 
and girl racers some nice exposure. 


FOR HORSEPOWER FREAKS: You'll 
be impressed to know that a 984cc 
Yoshimura-prepared Kawasaki 2Z-1 
showed 84.61 horsepower on Webco's 
dyno at 8,500 RPM. That's rear wheel 
horsepower, too. Torque peak was at 
about 7500 RPM where it did a 
maximum of 54.26 ft.-lbs. Webco’s 
dyno is one of the standards of the 
industry, so that kind of reading boggles 
the brain some. Didn’t break the dyno 
either. 


Congressman John Melcher from 
Montana called us from Washington on 
Monday. He is Chairman of the Public 
Lands Subcommittee of the House 
Interior Committee, and wanted to tell 
us about a hearing on use of public 
lands that his Subcommittee is holding 
in Riverside, California. After gathering 
information, his group will be writing 
legislation to direct the Burea of Land 
Management (BLM) in administering 
public lands. The law, called the BLM 
Organic Act, will cover use, access, and 
regulations. Anyone who wishes can 
express their views at the Riverside City 
Museum Auditorium, Second Floor, 
3720 Orange St. in Riverside, at 10 a.m. 
January 11. You can submit written 
statements, but be prepared to 
summarize and answer questions. 
Meetings will also be held in Las Vegas 
on Thursday, January 10, at 10 a.m. in 
the Courtroom of the Federal Building, 
300 Las Vegas Blvd. South. 


Kawasaki has cut back their racing 
budget in favor of a safety and 
education program, which, we assume, 
they feel will be called for by a new 
wave of unfamiliar riders taking up 
motorcycling in response to the fuel 
shortage. 


Some *of road racing's hottest talent 
went looking for rides: Art Baumann, 
Cliff Carr and Gary Nixon (who won 
the most road races this year). Kawasaki 
is sponsoring one rider, Yvon DuHamel, 
who will have Randy Hall tuning for 
him. Gary Nixon has gotten a Yamaha 
TZ-750 and with Erv Kanemoto tuning 
for him will have to be reckoned with 
more than ever. Art Baumann had just 
found out the night before we talked to 
him that he had no Kawasaki ride but 
was hoping to get hooked up with Mel 
Dinesen and a TZ-750, which would 
make him something mind-boggling to 
deal with. Cliff Carr seems to be looking 
over Suzuki. 


There will also only be one official 
Kawasaki motocrosser this year. It will 
be Jim Weinert and Ron Self turning the 
wrenches. 


DEATH TO THE RUMOR DEPT: John 
Gennai denies that he is dead. 


We hear that Malcolm Smith is working 
on flexible handlebars. It sounds strange 
at first, but if you think about it, you'll 
realize that your arms and shoulders 
receive a horrendous amount of shock 
transmitted to them from the 
suspension during bumpity riding. Some 
riders notice that when the rubber 
bushings, on machines that have them 
around the handlebar mounts, wear out 
they fell more pummeled about the 
forearms and thereabouts than they do 
after they have replaced them. We 
doubt that the bars will be made of soft 
rubber, however. 


THERE’S NO GETTING AWAY FROM 
IT: Motorcycling the world over has its 
problems. Recently some Spaniards, 
members of the Royal Moto Club of 
Cataluna, rode up to the Nepalese 
villages surrounding the Thyangboche 
monastery and created a furor. They 
have become the object of a great deal 
of criticism — not because they did any 
environmental damage, but because the 
Sherpas (must be named after the 
motorcycle) who live there were taken 
by the bikes, which they’d never seen 
before. The bikies gave everyone rides, 
and the villagers have changed their 
thinking somewhat about what they 
want out of life. 








Almost every SoCal event was cancelled 
this past weekend by snow, rain, and 
mud slide. The mini world 
championships were run partially and 
will be continued next week (the folks 
from Tennessee got ripped off), and the 
Iron Horse Enduro was rescheduled for 
Sunday January 20 at the same 
location. We hope that everyone took 
their weekend off to go ride in the 
snow. It's a gas. 


Jan de Vries, the Dutchman who 
presently holds the world 50cc road 
racing championship, has announced his 
retirement. He gave as his reason the 
absence of competition in the class and 
little chance of improvement of the 
situation. 


Cliff Carr has been spending the winter 
in Jamaica, racing several bikes 
including Suzukis. He may end up on 
Suzuki this year, especially with. the 
death of Cal Rayborn who was to be on 
the Suzuki team. 


Italy has decided to allow the use of 
alcohol in certain types of motorcycle 
competition, including road racing, if 
the fuel shortage continues. 


The new face in the CN editorial 
department belongs to Lane Campbell 
(alias "'Cornfed" Campbell), who 
traveled to Los Angeles from 
Burlington, lowa. Lane will be handling 
the all-important Calendar section. 


We left out Triumph in the warranty 
complaint chart in the last issue. Here it 
is: For warranty complaints, call 
Customer Service at 213/438-1514. 


If there is any racing this coming year, 
there won't be any Kawasaki 
Contingency Program supporting it in a 
big way. But them green leathers sure 
are snappy. 


Been a little cohfusion about an ad that 
ran in this paper last time around. The 
Pro Bowl of Motocross at OCIR is a 
six-race series with a $15,000 purse for 
the series and $1500 plus goodies for 
each event. Riders who attended the 
riders’ meeting knew all about that. The 
guys who came all the way from Texas 
for the $15,000 race were a bit 
confused. Maybe the fact that our ad 
department took that ad at a cocktail 
party had something to do with it. 


The 49th ISDT, tentatively scheduled 
for 1974 in Italy, may or may not come 
down with the energy crisis and all. 


Triumph Motorcycles, Inc. and Norton 
Villiers Corporation will be merged into 
a single company, Triumph Norton, Inc. 
The two companies will be 
headquartered at Duarte, California and 
Norton's Paramount facilities will be 
closed.

Vic has the experience and 
the Bultaco factory tendsto favor him 
but Jim has the results and the speed.

with Southern 


California's first monsoon of the 
season and the results were grim, 


if not chaotic. Spectators stayed 
away in large groups and most of 
the riders ended wishing they'd 
done the same. It was messy. 

Five sections were deleted at the 
outset, and the schedule of four loops 
over 20 sections became three tours of 
15 sections. Some traps were rerouted 
at the last minute, but three days of rain 
had turned Saddleback's 
sand/clay/whatever surface into greasy 
gumbo which only got worse as more 
tires churned through it. 

The standard grace period of one 
hour was extended to two hours, but 
because of long delays at some sections 
many top-ranked riders were in late, 
which means disqualification. Two of 
the nastiest sections became virtually 
unrideable by the time half the field had 
completed their first loop. Upon 
arriving at the section for the second 





time, many of the early starting riders 
were ahead of later starters who had yet 
to ride the trap. A course marshall told 
the second lap riders that they’d have to 
wait until everyone had made their first 
attempt. For some riders it was a 
45-minute wait. 

There had been a few one-mark rides 
in this trap during the early going, and 
several threes, but it had become a 
five-star mother in a short time. John 
Hemingway did some magic on his 123 
Cota and rode up and across a steep 
rock wall to exit the section, drawing a 
collective “WOW!” from the spectators. 

As it became more obvious that the 
two sections were unnavigable, the 
decision came to just scratch it. For the 
riders who had been held up, several of 
whom stood to win the event, it became 
impossible to make up the lost time. 
Naturally, all the riders boogied off to 
the next section, creating another 








ona 


bottleneck. By late afternoon the 
weather had gotten into the spirit of 
things and turned from bad to really 
snotty. 

Of course there were (and are) 
scoring disputes. Some were naturally 
due to inexperienced observers, but the 
Badgers M.C. made up for it with 
enthusiasm. There were some friendly 
discussions between rider and scorer on 
the exact location of that “imaginary 
line” outside of which one must not 
tread, or even wheelie. The course 
markings were insufficient in places. The 
weather was bad everywhere. 

As could be expected, the rain 
troubled the Europeans less than it did 
the Americans, and the delays, 
especially for the earlier starters, hassled 
some of the best from both continents. 
The results may or may not stand as 
posted, pending the FIM decision on 
protests filed by Rob Shepherd, John 
Hemingway and Rob Edwards, all of 
whom did well on observed scores but 
finished over the time limit. It was 
noted that Martin Lampkin and Mick 
Andrews weren’t real happy either. 
Martin, current European Trials 
Champion, started seventh; winner and 
brother Alan was number 46. 

Malcolm Rathmell finished second 
with 79 marks, five more than Lampkin. 
Finland’s Yrjo Vesterinen was third 
with 80 marks, finishing with less than a 
minute to spare in his grace period. Yrjo 
admitted that California mud is 
different than Finnish mud, but when 
asked if he found ours more difficult to 
ride, he said, “No.” 

Rounding out the Bultaco sweep of 
the first four positions was French 
champion Charles Coutard, who also 
dropped 80 marks. Coutard was 
allegedly five seconds late, but the 
scorers said what-the-heck. 


The Anglo-Japanese teams were 
represented in sixth place, as 
Englishman Dick Sunter brought a 


Kawasaki 250 in at 89 marks, and in 
seventh by Gordon Farley on the spiffy 
new Suzuki 250 with 98 points lost. 

Fernando Munoz dropped 115 points 
and put another Bultaco in at seventh, 
followed by the first American, 
Yamaha-mounted Steve Graham of 
California. Steve now has three points 
toward the International Trials 
Championship, officially the FIM Prize. 
Joe Guglielmetti of Washington gained 
two international points in finishing 
ninth with 126 marks. Colorado’s Bob 
Nickelsen was tenth, on a 125 Honda. 

That's right. A 125 Honda. 

Two more Americans were in at 
eleventh and twelfth, the last two 
positions to finish within the time limit. 
George Smith (Bul) totaled 136 marks, 
followed by Guy Van Gaasbeek (Bul) 
with 429, 

As any observer of observed trials 
can see by the results, something went 
wrong. Several things went wrong, first 
and foremost being the weather. It is 
surely a colossal bummer to come all 
the way from England only to find 
English weather, m a place totally 
unaccustomed to such saturating 
dreariness. It couldn't have happened on 
a worse day. e.

Cal Rayborn, the motorcycle land 
speed record holder and the man 
often called “the world’s greatest 
road racer" was, killed last 
weekend while racing in New 
Zealand. In a year that has had 
more than its share of deaths 
among front-runners, the death of 


Calvin Rayborn comes as the most 
tragic and shocking. 


After a 1973 season during which he 
was plagued by poor machinery, 
Rayborn had signed on December 26 to 
ride for Suzuki. The next day he flew to 
New Zealand to sell his race car and 
campaign a four-race series aboard the 
Suzuki 500 that Geoff Perry almost 
won Daytona with in 1972. He was 
killed during the first race when he hit a 
barrier at over 100 miles per hour. 
Unconfirmed sources report that the 
machine seized, causing the accident. He 
was 33. 


He is survived by his wife Jacquelyn 
and two sons, Calvin II] and Jack. 


Despite a fruitless season in 1973, 
Rayborn was perhaps America’s most 
successful road racer. He had twelve 
National Championship victories to his 
credit and all but one, the Lavonia Mile 
in 1971, were road races. He won 
Daytona in 1968 and 1969 and was 
close to the Grand National 
Championship both years, but finished 
in third position each time. In 1970 he 
set the 265 mile per hour motorcycle 
land speed record that still stands. 


He began racing in 1958. An injury 
that year almost caused him to give up

racing for good. In 1961 he started 
racing again as a Novice and rose to the 
rank of Expert by 1964. He won his 
first two Nationals in 1966. 


Besides being highly thought of as a 
motorcycle racer he was well-liked by 
all who knew him. After the 1972 
season, a season that saw him plagued 
by mechanical difficulties that caused 
him to retire (he led every road race he 
entered), Rayborn commented that it 
wasn’t a matter of luck: “You make 
your own luck.” 


The press was very fond of him as 
they demonstrated through a raft of 
laudatory articles, and, at the end of the 
1972 season, Cycle magazine chose him 
as their Man of the Year, following his 
two National road race wins at 
Indianapolis and Laguna Seca and his 
fine performances at the 
Anglo-American Match races. In a way, 
the 1972 trip to England may be 
considered the high point of his career. 
He won half of the races in the series on 
a tired bike with little support or 
practice and became something of an 
English and European hero. 


This year, despite a broken 
collarbone and an underpowered and 
ailing machine, he made one of the 
finest rides one is every likely to witness 
in the opening laps of the Imola 200 to 
establish himself as one of the top riders 
— if not the top rider in international 
competition. 


In March when Daytona time arrives, 
Rayborn will be missed. His absence will 
be felt because, when he was there, no 
one could forget it. They won’t forget 
now.

The 1973 World Championship 
Motocross Grand Prix series saw 
an exciting year. An American, 
Jim Pomeroy, won a Grand Prix 


event for the first time. Three time 
World Champion Joel Robert lost his 
250 crown to Hakan Andersson, a 
young Swede who everyone thought 
would never ride again after almost 
losing his leg in a title race four years 
earlier. Roger DeCoster won his third 
World Championship in the 500 class 
after a year long clash with Willi Bauer. 
It was also an interesting year from a 
technical viewpoint because 1973 saw 
rear suspension design advance more 
than it had in the past ten years. 

Up until this past year the trick to 
building a fast Grand Prix bike was to 
make it powerful and make it light. 
Those two prerequisites no longer hold 
true. By establishing minimum weight 
restrictions the FIM was able to make 
sure that everyone could have equal 
machinery on that basis. Power wise, 
the machines are also very close because 
the horsepower race has given way to 








engine designs with broad, responsive 
power that the riders can control more 
easily. 

These changes left manufacturers with 
only one alternative in the design of 
building a faster motocross machine, 
and that's to make the bikes handle 
better. The first place to look was the 
rear suspension where new design 
inovations hadn't occured since rigid 
rear ends went out, back in the fifties. 
By improving the rear suspension two 
important factors are gained. A bike 
that handles better, especially over 
rough ground which is what motocross 
is mostly about, can go faster. Secondly, 
a bike that is easier to ride is less 
fatiguing for the rider, allowing him to 
ride closer to his limit for longer periods 
of time, quite important in 45 minute 
motos. 

Yamaha and Maico can be credited 
with bringing about the two most

important innovations in rear sus- 
pension design during the past year. The 
Yamaha monoshock design was by far 
the most radical of the two, and with it 
Hakan Andersson won the 250 World 
Championship. Quite an 
accomplishment for a design still in its 
prototype stages. The monoshock 
suspension offers a number of 
advantages over conventional shock 


absorber rear suspension, among them 
increased rear wheel travel, less 
unsprung weight and proportional 
dampening. The monoshock system also 
has the best potential for future 
development. 

Maico has also been doing testing 
with a monoshock system similar to 
Yamaha's, but for the present they've 
chosen to go with a design of their own, 
not quite as radical as the monoshocker 
but similar in some of the benefits 
gained. They found that by locating 
conventional-appearing rear shock 
absorbers up closer on the swingarm to 
the pibot point that rear wheel travel is 
increased. The shocks tried have been 
shorter special design Bielsteins, that 
look very squat and fat in an attempt to 
maintain a larger reservoir with less 
vertical room in which to design, and 
some reworked KONI’s, again with the 
outsize fluid reservoir necessary to 
effect the compromise between 
adequate cooling and shock travel. The 
advantages are obvious. Increased rear 
wheel travel allows for a smoother ride 
over rough surfaces, allowing for easier 
control of the bike by the rider. 

The advantages of Maico’s ideas for 
relocation of the rear shocks were 
realized by most of the manufacturers 
on the Grand Prix circuit soon after the 
modified swingarms appeared. Their 
performance on the track backed up the 
idea that it would work and before long, 
Suzuki and Husqvarna GP bikes had the 
rear shocks relocated to increase rear axle 
travel. Kawasaki has now followed the 
idea, first on Torlief Hansen’s GP bike 
and then on the TransAm bikes, but 
with a little ingenuity of their own. The 
shocks are still mounted relatively near 
the rear axle, though moved up some. 
The mounts on the frame are relocated 
so that the shocks are operating at a 45 
degree angle to the vertical. Both 
approaches give more rear axle travel. 


Altering your bike 


The other teams on the Grand Prix 
circuit copied off of Maico rather than 
Yamaha for improving their rear 
suspensions because Maico’s idea could 
be performed easily to the bikes the 
teams already had in their possession 
without much trouble or expense. The 
monoshock design required a complete 
redesign of Yamaha’s bikes from the 
ground up. 

Only two problems have come up 
with Maico’s design, but they are 
relatively minor. The first is that the 
rear shocks after being relocated will be 
subjected to much more working stress. 
This means heat and fatigue that not 
too many brands of shocks can stand up 
to, especially during the course of a 45 
minute moto. KONIs are the most 
readily available shocks that seem to be 
able to take the punishment and both 
Maico and Suzuki are using re-worked 
versions on their works machines. The 
thermal shocks that Yamaha and 
Kawasaki are putting on their 
production motocrossers would also 
probably do \the job, if the fluid 
reservoirs will allow them to fit at the 
angle on your swingarm. Heavier weight 
springs, up to 150 lbs. depending on 
rider weight, will be needed to go along 
with the increased load on the shocks. 
between the pivot on the frame and the 
axle on the wheel may try to flex or 
bend because of the stress point being 
moved on the swing arm to that area. 
This is easily. prevented with additional 
gusseting on the swing arm, but it does 
add a little to the unsprung weight. 

The modifications shown in this 
article are done by Bryan Kenny at his” 
shop, Pro Line Racing, in Tucker, 
Georgia. Bryan works mainly with 
Maicos, but he can perform these same

modifications on almost any 
motocrosser. As you can see from the 
diagrams, this modification does require 
a little more than just changing the 
shock absorber mounting position on 
the swing arm, The frame also needs to 
be reworked, so if you aren’t 
experienced in welding and don’t have 
access to a complete machine shop, you 
had best strip, down your frame and 
send it off to Bryan. 

Some bikes like Husqvarna can get by 
with only having the swing arm 
modified. What you will have to 
determine is if you can get the rear 
wheel travel you want without having to 
rework the rear frame section on your 
bike. Still, the frame portion that the 
rear fender bolts to may have to be 
heated and bent up to allow for the 
increased wheel travel. The two deciding 
factors on whether or not you can get 
by with only modifying the swing arm 
are travel and shock angle. If you 
already have 4 inches of swing arm 
travel and want 5 inches, and can do it 
by changing the shock position on the 
swing arm to give you 1/2 inch more 
travel at the end of the arc the swing 
arm travels through, then you’re OK. 
With shock angle you don’t want more 
than 90 degrees between the swing arm 
pivot and the upper shock mount with 
the apex of the angle at the shock 
mount on the swing arm. Anything 
more than 90 degrees and the shocks 
might bend. 





Trying to figure it all out 


Maico did a.lot of experimenting with 
just how much travel they could put 
into the rear suspension without the 
handling being adversely affected. There 
is a point of too much rear wheel travel 
because compression of the rear 
suspension without the front suspension 
also being compressed, a situation most 
often occuring in turns with the power 
on, will induce too much rake into the 
front forks andhinder handling. They 
found that about 7 inches of travel at 
the rear wheel im best, at least for 
Maicos. For other brands of bikes with 
different front end geometry it might be 
a little different, but not much more so. 
7 inches of travel should be used as your 
maximum limit in any modifications to 
the rear suspension. One other thing to 
keep in mind is that you want your 
swing arm to be parallel to the ground, 
mid-way through its travel. If you are 
going to have 7 inches of rear travel, 
then at 3 1/2 inches into compression 
the rear swing arm will be parallel to the 
ground. This is the average point where 
your swing arm will be spending the 
majority of its working time. 

The diagram in this article, along with 
the accompanying formulas and 
reference table, should give you a good 
idea of how you'll have to reposition 
your shocks to attain the rear wheel 
travel you want, before you do any 
cutting or rewelding. e.

chosen from the Class B (industry) 
members who attend the annual 
meeting. Normally only thirty or forty 
of the 200-odd industry members 
bother to send representatives, so all 
those in attendance traditionally 
become AMA Trustees and elect ten of 
the twelve-person board from their 
number. Already by means of a mail 
ballot, the Class A (consumer) members 
will elect two more enthusiasts not 
affiliated with the industry, to complete 
the Board. 

The next Board will face its most 
important task immediately, to hire a 
new chief administrator. The outgoing 
Board did its job well, firing the former 
top employee, apparently just in time to 
thwart a cunning plan to rip the 
Association off. But though afloat, and 
not in danger of sinking, the AMA boat 
is not going anywhere without a charted 
course and a captain. The new 
Executive Board has to hire the captain 
(Executive Director) and chart the 
course (set policy). 

It won’t be hard to find willing 
candidates for the executive director’s 
job. The pay is higher than many of the 
Board members earn, who hire him. 
Almost any of them would like to have 
it. So would-be applicants face the 
prospect of being judged by their own 
rivals for the job! In fact, the ousted 
previous executive director came into 
the job from a seat on the Board. 

Probably it would be more fitting if 
all the current and future Board 
members disjoined themselves from 
eligibility for the executive director’s 
job. This would free their minds to do 
the main thing a Board of Directors is 
supposed to do — hire and fire the chief 
executive. 

Whoever is finally hired for the tough 
but rewarding top AMA job, it should 
be a person with high integrity, great 
knowledge and love of the sport, and 
proven administrative ability. That last 
part lets a lot of people out, including i 
me. How many bikers do you know 
who have successfully managed a 
business in the 3% to 5-million dollar 
category like the AMA? 

The requirements for members of the 
Board of Directors should be no less 
stringent, besides which, they receive no 
pay and must attend monthly Board 
meetings at their own or their | 
companies’ expense. Without this 
industry-weighted executive panel, the 
AMA would have fizzled out of 
existence by now. They bring the 
hard-headedness of economic reality to 
the fun-and-showbiz world of the 
motorcycle sport.

The Desert Racing Association | 
held a no-point fun run through 
Rand Mountains north of 
Califomia City today.

was the same one used for their 
Silver Cup Invitational Race held 
the previous day and featured. two 
loops, one of 14 miles and one of 
9 miles. They were laid out in a figure 8 
pattern and had the first two miles in 
common.

Race 2 was for the 250 and up 
Beginners.

Sixteen Orange County. M.C. 
dealers got together over the 
holidays and coffee to approve a 
plan to inject motorcycles into the 
context of the gasoline shortage, 
sell a few more bikes and maybe 
put something more back into the 
business that provides them with 
such a good living. 

Assembled at the invitation of Bob 
Maynard, local Yamaha racer-dealer, 
you could tell by the look of them that 
here were enthusiasts. They sat in 
folding chairs, like an audience, while 
representatives of a popular local 
advertising agency outlined the plan. Its 
theme is “‘Two-Wheeled Deliverance,” 
meaning, among other things, how 
motorcycles can deliver us from 
boredom, congestion, expense, and, of 
course, the problems of a gasoline 
shortage. 

“We don't know if this energy crisis 
is phony or not," Maynard emphasized, 
“so we want to tell about the real 
benefits of motorcycle transportation — 
fun,  adventure..convenience." Fuel 
economy will be advertised, along with 
the other benefits. 


The advertising experts laid out a 
plan costing $14,000 over an eight-week 
period, consisting of radio spots, 
billboards and store promotions — a 
campaign to saturate motorists in their 
cars with the idea of motorcycles as 
God's own expedient device to deliver 
us from evil. It sounded good. They 
formed the Orange County M.C. Dealers 
Association on the spot. 


All sixteen dealers present plus Cycle 
News agreed to kick in $200 a month 
toward the campaign for the next two 
months. Bob Maynard is contacting the

Trailbike Seminar 


In mid-October, the AMA, along 
with the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, and the National Park 
Service Training Institue co-hosted 
a seminar on  trailbikes and 
land-use planning for the nations’ 
top land managers. The Training 
Institute was held at the Tennesse 
Valley Authority’s Land Between the 
Lakes, site of one of the first ORV areas 
of federal land. 

Every federal agency sent 
representatives, but the Corps of 
Engineers showed particular interest and 
was well represented. As a result of the 
information gathered at the seminar the 
Omaha district of the Corps of 
Engineers has announced plans for the 
construction of the Bear Creek ORV 
area near Denver, Colorado. 

Art Jensen of the planning division 
of Omaha district has stated that final 
plans are being readied for a 35 acre site 
near Mt. Carbon in the foothills of 
Denver. According to Jim Nidiffer, 
legislative assistant of the AMA, the site 
will then be leased by the State of 
Colorado, Division of Parks and 
Recreation and managed as a trailbike 
area. Nidiffer, well familiar with the 
area, says that “this 35 acre gravel pit 
will provide an area for the amateur 
hillclimber and will go some distance 
towards providing space for persons 
living in the Denver metropolitan 
complex. While we hope to see this area 
enlarged as well as having additional 
areas available in the future, this 
certainly is an encouraging start and we 
are pleased to see it come as a result of 
the Land Between the Lakes Seminar.”

They don't care how 
they do it in California 


Is the land management scene any different in Utah? Yes! 


And it’s a good thing!

The first thing I noticed about 
Utah was the overwhelming light- 
ing. Driving from LA on Interstate 
15, the crossing over the Utah 
border near St. George is soon 
heralded by freeway lights so 
bright they hurt your eyes. A 
glance to the left reveals the St. 
George Mormon Temple, rising snow 
white above the city in the glow of 
floodlights. And as the rest of the 
country worries about something called 
“energy crisis,” the streets of Salt Lake 
City at Christmas time are decorated 
with a fantastic display of lights that 
burn both day and night. 

The reason electricity is so abundant 
in Utah, according to Craig Bigler of the 
State Planning Office, is that Utah 
wisely planned and executed the 
utilization of hydroelectric power to the 
point of having a surplus even in these 
days of shortages. 

It makes sense. But, even more 
refreshing to a Californian, the situation 
pertaining to Land Management, 
specifically off-road vehicle (ORV) use 
management, is also different in Utah. 

The differences start with the State 
Division of Parks and Recreation, which 
administers an ORV registration 
program similar to the one California 
has. In California, after 1% years of 
registering ORVs (most of which are 
motorcycles), the biking public has seen 
few of the many promised benefits to 
be financed from the $15 fees, 

The state had promised to use the 
money to open up new riding areas for 
ORV users. They did — sort of. To date, 
California has seen the opening of one 
new riding park under the program, 
McGill Cycle Park in Sacramento 
County. The only reason the park was 
started was because Sacramento County 
had the foresight to take up the option 
of using state funds to build such areas 
under the “Green Stickie” program. It’s 
a nice park. Of course, most of the bikes 
are in Southern California, about 500 
miles south, but it’s still a nice park. 

And then there’s the fine example set 
by the cities of San Jose, and 
Lakewood. Both seem to think that the 
best way to combat the extreme (Lord 
have mercy!) problem of youngsters 
wanting to ride (Heaven save us!) 
motorcycles on vacant lots (Oh, Lordy!) 
is to chase them away. That’s how those 
cities used the state money they applied 
for and got under the program. 

Then you have the case of Utah. The 
state has bigger inherent problems than 





California has in its program. California 
has over 1.3 million ORVs from which 
to extract $15 each every two years. 
Utah has about 30,000, and charges 
only $10 for the same two year period. 
Of those, California has registered about 
75,000 (more than twice Utah’s total 
ORVs), and Utah has registered a mere 
3,000. 

Additionally, Utah is hindered by a 
provision in their Recreational Vehicle 
Act which requires people to pay a 
property tax on their ORVs before they 
can register them under the program. 
This extra $20-$50 tax is enough to 
persuade most ORV owners to keep 
their vehicles street legal and register 
them as such, thus not needing the ORV 
plate. 

But Utah still delivers more than 
California. Already two bike parks have 
been opened, 18 more are in the 
planning stage, and admission to the 
parks is only possession of an ORV 
registration, The parks are designed to 
provide riding for the motocrosser, the 
trials rider, the trail rider, and 
everything in between. Not only that, 
but, according to Boating and 
Recreation Vehicles Chief Tedd Tuttle, 
neighborhood parks where kids can 
push their bikes after school and ride 
are also foreseen. 

The same program will, as more 
registration money is taken in, provide 
sanitation facilities at ORV races held 
throughout the state, too. 

But the most amazing thing about 
the program is that Tuttle actually 
“lobbies” on behalf of motorcyclists 
with other governmental agencies, such 
as the Bureau of Land Management 
(BLM). Many times a year Tuttle 
organizes "field trips" where he takes 
four or five of the 25 bikes the Division 
owns and BLM, Forest Service, and Park 
Service people out for a ride. The 
result? They better understand why 
people like to ride motorcycles, 

What makes the Utah program work 
so well? The biggest reason is Tedd 
Tuttle, but other reasons stand out also. 

Three years ago, when word of the 
program first started filtering out, 
Tuttle had never ridden a bike. But 
instead of speculating, like so many 
government dudes do, on why biking 
was so popular and meant so much to so 
many people, Tuttle dove right in to 
find out. Now, in 1974, he can stand 
out in front of his office in Salt Lake 
City, point to the many mountains to 
the east, and say, “I’ve been on top of 
most of those peaks with my bike.” 








Tuttle is now very involved with 
riding, and sees it as a positive way for 
youngsters to entertain themselves. Of 
course, that's something you've 
probably known for a long time, but 
when you hear it from a government 
spokesman, it's news! Anyway, Tuttle is 
dedicated to the growth and acceptance 
of motorcycling in Utah. 

Other differences also count. In 
Utah, the money collected is directly 
used by the state to provide benefits for 
those people charged registration fees. It 
is not disbursed through County and 
City governments like it is in California. 
Thus, there is less chance that 
non-understanding local fat cats will 
divert the bikers' money to the general 
fund. 

People who know and understand 
bikes and bikers control the loot, Tuttle 
has became involved with the sport his 
agency regulates. He knows how it is. 
He has the knowledge necessary to do 
the job. 

While Utah has a low relative number 
of bikes, it has a high proportion of bike 
owning families. One out of every four 
Utah families owns a bike. 

The Sierra Club is not the great 
political force in Utah that it is in 
California. In fact, the Wasatch 
Mountain Club (a Salt Lake City area 
concentrated group) is more active, but 
both seem to cause the state little 
concern. In California the Department 
of Parks and Recreation actually 
consults with the Sierra Club on how to 
spend money. In Utah, that just doesn’t 
happen. 

In Utah, almost a feeling that has to 
be described as "government trust” 
prevails. It seems that the people trust 
the state government more than any 
other place. The government also gives 
the impression of being more 
“above-board” than that of California. 
California State Department of Parks 
and Recreation Director William Penn 
Mott, Jr. never even answered my letter 
when I requested an interview during 
my political interview binge last year. In 
contrast, Tuttle almost fell over himself 
in his sincere effort to be helpful during 
my trip to Utah. 

There also seems to be a remarkable 
degree of trust and cooperation between 
the state government (Tuttle) and the 
motorcyclist groups in Utah. We'll take 
a closer look at that next week. s

Gentlemen: 

The Department of Parks and Recreation 
and the Bureau of Reclamation have been 
studying the suitability of a portion of the 
future Auburn reservoir area for trail bike 
recreation. Sound level field tests were recent- 
ly performed as part of the environmental 
evaluation of the area. A copy of the report 
for these tests follows. It concludes that noise 
is not likely to be a significant negative 
environmental factor for the proposed trail 
bike recreation area.

Subject: Codfish-Ponderosa Trail 
Bike Recreation Area — Sound Level 
Tests—Auburn-Folsom South Unit— 
Central Valley Project 

The California Department of Parks and 
Recreation wishes to develop as early as 
possible a number of off-road vehicle 
recreation areas throughout the state. The 
Department is involved in planning the 
recreation facilities for the Auburn-Folsom 





South Unit, CVP, and has studied the project 
lands for trail bike recreation potential. An 
area separated from but adjacent to the North 
Fork arm of the future Auburn Reservoir has 
been proposed. This area extends roughly 
from Codfish Creek to Ponderosa Way within 
the project take line. 

Sound level field testing was included in 
determining environmental acceptability ` of 
the area for trail bike use. On Tuesday, 
September 11, background sound level 
readings were obtained at five selected 
locations. The weather was clear and calm, 
the temperature rising from a low of 51 
degree F to a high of 86 degree F. Locations 
selected included possible critical sites as well 
as typical ones. With the cooperation of the 
Auburn chapter of the Sportsmen’s Trail Bike 
Association sound level readings were 
obtained on Sunday, October 14, while 17 
bikes were operating in the area. The weather 
was. clear with a light breeze, and maximum 
temperature was 84 degree F after a low of 52 
degree F. 

A time schedule, generally adhered to, was 
given to each participant at the start and is 
attached. Sound level readings were 
continuously recorded on paper tape using 
B&K Instrument’s one-half inch condenser 
microphone type 4134, sound level meter 
type 2209, and level recorder type 2305. Data 
obtained are described for each location. 
Location One 

Background levels on Tuesday, September 
11, ranged from 50 down to 35 dBA. Four 
momentary peaks exceeding 50 dBA are 
suspected of being caused by operating 
personnel or nearby birds chirping. A passing 
aircraft raised readings to a maximum of 55 
dBA. The test period was from 11:14 to 
11:29. 

Background levels on Sunday, October 14, 
ranged from 43 down to 38 dBA. When trail 
bikes began operating the readings ranged 
from 38 up to 52 dBA. During the 25 minute 
test period the closest a bike came to the 
microphone was 1800 feet. A passing aircraft 
registered a maximum reading of 58 dBA. 
Location Two 

A barking dog within 50 feet of the 
microphone greatly affected the readings on 
September 11. The dBA levels varied from 36 
to 69. When the dog finally quieted down the 
upper limit reduced to 46 dBA. This 
recording was made from 12:13 to 12:28 
with a light breeze. 

On Sunday, October 14, virtually all the 
background level readings ranged from 36 to 
45 dBA. Again the test period was 25 
minutes. When a trail bike appeared on 
Ponderosa Way about 350 feet from the 
microphone the sound level rose to 52 dBA. 
The sound level rose to 53 dBA after a biker 
reached the end of a trail about 950 feet away 
in a heavily wooded area at the right-of-way 
line and departed back along the same route. 
Location Three 

Readings from 37 to 43 dBA were typical 
on Tuesday, September 11. Only test 
personnel activity and a nearby bird caused 
any activity exceeding this range. The 
recorded test period was from 12:55 to 1:12. 

Sound levels on Sunday, October 14, 
varied from 37 to 54 dBA except for test 
personnel activity. Trail bikes were in 
operation but were no closer than 1000 feet, 
across the North Fork canyon on Ponderosa 
Way. Twice, an aircraft passed overhead, 
contributing to the maximum level. The test 
period at this location was also 25 minutes. 
Location Four 

Background levels on Tuesday, September 
11, ranged from 41 down to 34 dBA. 
Chirping birds raised readings to 47 dBA. The 
test period was from 10:21 to 10:36 a.m. 

Testing at this location on Sunday, 
October 14, began with the assembled riders 
starting their parked bikes at the test site. 
Maximum readings reached 77 dBA. After the 
bikers had driven off a long trail bike passing 
about 25 feet from the microphone caused a 
70 dBA reading. An aircraft overhead raised 
the sound level to 60 dBA. The largest trail 
bike on hand, a brand new Yamaha ''500", 
was started and driven and the maximum 
readings reached 74 dBA. With all trail bikes 
in operation but widely dispersed, readings 
ranged from 50 down to 36 dBA. The test 
period was 18 minutes. 

Location Five 

Minimum readings on Tuesday, September 
11, were 34 dBA. A pickup truck on the steep 
dirt road in the canyon below, 600 feet and 
further away, caused 50 dBA readings. The 
ubiquitous chirping birds increased sound 
levels to 49 dBA. Readings were taken from 
1:40 to 1:54 p.m. 

On Sunday, October 14, the minimum 
sound level reached was 37 dBA. With a small 
child playing in the area, a 63 dBA maximum 
level was recorded. From time to time trail 
bikes were observed in the distance but their 
effects on the recorded sound levels could not 
be identified. The bike trail is a minimum of 
1400 feet from this test site. 

, From the results of these tests it is 
concluded that noise from trail bike activities 
in the proposed area is not likely to be 
objectionable at those residences presently 
existing. Noise should not be objectionable at 
the reservoir. The present state of recreation 
plans for the proposed Codfish Creek boat 
ramp area did not permit study of trail bike 
noise on the ramp area.

The Hock Cashes In

SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., DEC. 15 

Riding the 1/10th mile concrete 
for two full years have left Rick 
Hocking muttering to himself 
about how this just isn’t his track. 
Tonight, however, he proved 
otherwise in a real knockdown, 
drag-out evening of indoor racing. 

Hocking is rated as one of the 
top Juniors in the nation, but on the 
indoor circuit, he is just about King. 
Tonight he campaigned his Champion 
Yamaha to the 20 lap feature win over 
two CMS Products-Bultacos under the 
guidance of Allen Kenyon and Dave 
Lewis, two very worthy adversaries. 

Time trials had shown Steve Eklund 
the fast man for one lap with Hocking, 
Kenyon and Gennai the other 
contestants. A new feature of this 
indoor show saw the Dash come up 
first, as in the auto racing business. It is 
a good idea and the last two events 
really get the spectators up. 

Tonight's was no exception. Eklund, 
the newcomer took the jump with 
Kenyon and Hocking close and Gennai 
limping along. Al moved his Sonny 
Kenyon Bultaco right under the Borch 
framed Ossa and appeared to have yet 
another Dash in his grasp, but Hocking 
was having none of that. Rick got by 
Eklund on the next turn and caught AI 
on the white flag. Exiting the first turn 
of the last lap, Rick got ready for the 
charge and, going into the last turn, got 
a wheel under with a little shove. 
Kenyon, not going along with the game 
plan, leaned back a might, so as to save 
himself, and both slid a little wide, 
allowing Eklund to go on by for the 
checkered and adoration from two 
lovely misses. 

The first five heat race results 
wouldn't surprise anyone with Eklund, 
Hocking, Kenyon and Gennai winning 
theirs while Dave Hansen took the fifth 
on the quick Honda one lunger. 

On the pole for the sixth heat was 
Yamaha Silver cup winner Steve 
Hernandez riding his Mt. View Auto 
Stereo Bultaco. He was the obvious 
favorite to win his heat but came in 
eighth with troubles galore leaving Nick 


Nazzisi, riding another Steve Doi 
Bultaco, to the honors over Manuel 
Crummett. 


Somehow or other, Jerry Kole got in 
an extra lap for the seventh heat but 
still came out the winner over Harry 
Raggio and Jim Odom, while Steve 
Foster rode his CMS Products Bultaco 
to win over Ron Kole. Bill Morgan took 








the ninth over Pat McCaul and the 
Rempel Yamaha and Bob Scally won 
the tenth over Terry Otten and a 
scrambling Bruce Brown. 

That set the stage for the semis. With 
the first four going directly to the main, 
they were guaranteed thrillers. 

The times for each event became 
critical then as they determine who goes 
into what semi. Al Kenyon turned in 
the fastest heat and had the pole in the 
first semi. He had to contend with 
Hansen right next to him and just 
knowing how well that Honda comes 
off the line is a little nerve-racking, but 
it didn’t seem to bother the veteran 
indoor King and the Madison Square 
Garden victor once again took the 
checkered. Hansen took second over 
McCaul and Foster. Those were the first 
four to the main. 

In the second semi, it was Hocking, 
Eklund, Gennai and Tardiff into the 
first corner with Hocking leading. 
Gennai and Eklund battle for a ways 
with Gennai taking second and Eklund 
holding off a hard charge from Ron 
Kole. Second set of four to the main. 

Bob Scalley, a nine year professional 
veteran, held off Jerry Kole, Dave 
Lewis, and Fenn Pervier, making his 
first pro main event. 

This set the stage for a grueling 20 
lap main with no holds barred and 
money at the checkered. 





Bob Scally turned in a fine performance. 





Hocking's semi win was the fastest 
by nearly a second over Kenyon and 
over two seconds on Scally, but not 
quite a record as set by Ken Roberts, so 
he had the pole. Kenyon and Scally 
lined up alongside but Hansen, who had 
the outside front row, was going to the 
back. The reason was an incentive 
measure from promoter Bob Barkhimer. 
The previous week's main event winner 
could elect to start in the rear row, if he 
made it to the main, and get a $100 
reward. Adding a little spice to the 
show. Of course, starting on the outside 
front row is almost like starting in the 
back, so it was no big deal, at least at 
that point. 

Up goes the green from starter Hoy 
Odom and it was Hocking and Scally 
into the first turn, Kenyon, Kole and 
the rest of the pack went in, but not all 
made it out. The red went out for a 
restart, Second start, Hocking again 
took the lead but Kenyon got knocked 
off and McCaul had to stop to avoid 
running him over. Once again, the red 
was out. Rick was looking a little grayer 
around the helmet. 

The third try was successful with 
Hocking, Kenyon, Scally and the mob 
in train. Almost immediately Hocking 
and Kenyon took off from the pack 
while Scally got off the groove. Hansen 
moved into seventh and picked his way 
through the masses. 





Near the half-way point, Kenyon 
dropped off the fast pace just a mite 
with Hocking looking very deliberate in 
his moves. Dave Lewis moved up to pass 

‘Ron Kole and Steve Foster while 
Hansen was troubled by traffic. On lap 
16, Hocking was ready to lap traffic and 
was stymied for one whole lap, allowing 
Kenyon to catch up, but by no means in 
a position to pass. On the eighteenth 
lap, Hocking slipped by one rider and 
was content to have someone between 
himself and Kenyon. Hansen, running in 
fifth, tried to get one more going by 
start/finish but clipped a course marker, 
unloading heavily. Hocking got by the 
spilling rider and bike as the white 
appears and coasted home the winner 
with a little of lady luck on his side. 
Kenyon couldn’t do much else for 
second stuck in traffic and teammate 
Lewis picked up the third place honors 
over the fast improving Ron Kole. 

In the overall point honors, it 
appears to depend on whose scoring one 
uses to determine who is in the point 
lead. If one goes by the point system 
started with the first event, Hansen 
leads Kenyon by one point, 16-15, or if 
one goes by the newly printed program 
point set-up, Kenyon leads Hansen, 
19-17. Two more pro events are 
scheduled: starting on January 25, a 
Friday night, and at Dallas, Wednesday 
night January 30, just two nights before 
Houston, .

The Last Race of the 
Year in Idaho

MURPHY, IDA., DEC. 30 

The Idaho winter hasn't been 
overly severe this year and the 
bike riders aren't complaining 
about that one bit! The final race 
of the year was held today under 
clear, but cold, skies near Murphy 
on the Snake River. The fifty 
mile hare scrambles event 
brought out eighty enthusiastic riders 
and was a great get-together for the 
Owyhee Motorcycle Club. 

Entrants were primarily fellows who 
race motocross regularly at the 
clubgrounds in Boise. There was a 
sprinkling of desert racing-types and 
even a few “old timers”. The 13.2 mile 
course was composed mostly of sand 
trails and washes in direct contrast to 
the usual rocky terrain used in the 
numerous cross-country events held at 
Murphy. 

The race, basically a four lap 
motocross, got underway at 11:00 a.m. 
with the different classes starting five 
minutes apart. With the Open machines

getting off first, the 250’s and 125’s 
were hard-pressed to gain much ground 
and it was eventual winner, Ken Medley 
bringing his Husky in first on the initial 
lap. Only a card punch and a gulp of 
water behind him was Boise fireman, 
Dave Newell on a hard-running Pursang. 
Boise's Bruce Harris wasa steady third 
with ISDT start, Bill Uhl, smoking his 
125 Penton through heavy traffic to an 
overall fourth by the end of the first 
lap. 

Uhl got by Harris by the end of the 
second lap and was only a couple of 
minutes behind Medley and Newell. 
Uhl's lap times went from 25 minutes 
on the first lap to 24 on the second to 
23 on the third and to a really jammin' 
21 minutes on the final tour. Had the 
race gone another lap, Bill may have 
been able to catch the leaders, but it 
didn't and he couldn't, 

The course featured many sections of 
deep, deep sand and the big-bore 
machines were at a distinct advantage as 
Medley and Newell fought a tremendous 
duel for the lead. Newell rode the last 
two laps on a flat front tire and had his 
expansion chamber break in half but 
still clung tenaciously to the Husky's 
draft. His determined charge was for 
naught though, and Ken Medley’s 
exhausted face was the first one seen at 
the finish. 

Nearly everyone who started the 
event finished the race and spirits were 
generally high regarding this type of 
happening.

Hermiston before the sprinklers: 
100 mile hare scrambles

HERMISTON, ORE., DEC. 16 

At 11:10 today 159 guys and one 
Powder Puffer took off to ride the 
last race in this area. “Progress” is 
taking over. Already the survey 
markers stand ominously marking 
the spot where giant sprinkler 
systems will be set up to 
transform the desert into 
farmland. It was fun while it lasted, 
though. 

The Blue Mt. Motorcycle Club 
organized this race to help finance a 
motocross track near Hermiston. Work 
has already begun on the course which 
should be open early in the spring. I’m 
told it will be an all-weather track with 
sand-not mud! 

Things weren’t what they seemed as 
the first riders neared the pits on the 
first of four loops. All of them had 
missed the first check point. Despite 
warnings at the riders’ meeting to 
carefully check the markers when 
passing through gates, etc., roughly two 
thirds of the riders played follow the 
leader over a trail that is sometimes used 
on these runs, but not today! Some 
riders had turned back at check point 
two to get the missing mark making a 
two way traffic pattern in that area that 
had to be interesting at the very least. 

Gordon Young (Hus) was the first to 
arrive at the pit check on the first loop 
but without the first marker he had to 
be content with just a good ride for the 
day. An unidentified rider was in front 
of Young as they came into view and 
became the first of many to hit a hump 
which sent him flying through the air.

One rider found the solution in 
“boy power” after he ranout; four 
young lads helped him push the last 
quarter mile. 

The real leader wasn’t determined 
until the race was over and they slowed 
down enough to allow a careful check 
of their helmets, At that point our 
suspicions were confirmed. Craig Brewer 
on a 250 Yamaha had all the marks and 
got there first. The second finisher was 
also on a 250 — Rick Allison on a 
Honda. Dave Russell was third on a 125 
DKW. Larry Felix led the Open class on 
a Husky in fourth place. 

The first 200 rider was Buz Farrell 
(Puc) finishing 17th overall. Jeff Allan 
was close behind in 19th to finish first 
in the 100 class on a Yamaha. 

The Jack Benny and 14 & Under 
classes ran only two loops. Jarvis 
Wagner was first JB across on a BSA. 
Mark Stanley took top honors for the 
kids riding a Hodaka. 

Jan Howard, the Powder Puffer, just 
waved and smiled cheerily as she came 
in to retire at the end of the first iu 
with a broken foot peg.

CALIFORNIA CITY, CAL., DEC. 29 

The Desert Racing Association 
throws a special race on one 
Saturday every four months to 
which only the top 50 riders in 
their Association are allowed 
entry. Since it is for trophies only, 
regardless of bike class, riders 
compete directly against other 
riders that are normally "safe" in 
another class. The course was of a 
nature to encourage one-on-one races. 
Except for about a quarter mile near the 
pits, there was no part of the course that 
clearly favored horsepower over agility. 

The course itself was a great lot of 
fun and had enough jumps in it to keep 
a frustrated skydiver happy. After a fast 
start, the trail led into the first of many 
small whoop-de-doos and jumps, then 
turned and ran into a series of small 
canyons and sand washes. It played tag 
with the foothills of the Rand 
Mountains until you reached the 
"Twilight Zone" — and a quickly 
narrowing sandwash (only slightly 
uphill) which ended at a short but 
bumpy uphill. At the top of this hill was 
the only real hazard of the day, a 
resident hurricane which presented a 
definite threat to anyone with enough 
profile to catch the wind. The only real 
solution was enough speed to penetrate 
the gale and reach the ridge trail which 
eventually turned back to the southwest 
and the pits. 

The second loop shared the first two 
miles with the first loop, then split to 
the left, turning towards the Fremont 
Valley. After a very short run across a 
scenic canyon, the trail dropped into a 
sweet, twisty (at first) downhill 
sandwash. Yes, District riders, there is 
such a thing as a downhill sandwash, but 
I think that DRA holds a lease on it! 
The course then did a mercifully short 
hop across some of those cute little 
erosion gullies that riders of the Moose 
Run will remember fondly.

completed the race and received finisher 
trophies — and that doesn’t count the 
Expert finishers, who received part of 
the 100 percent cash payback. 

The second impressive figure was the 
fact that in six races ranging in size from 
31 to.169 competitors on the four-mile 
course at the same time, there was not a 
single injury. That has to be a record in 
itself, and NRA President Jerry McNeal 
will have to go a long way to improve 
on today's event. 

The park opened an hour early, so 
the first race hit the track right on 
schedule. There were practice sessions at 
8 a.m. and noon, with three races prior 
to noon and three events after the noon 
break. 

As of this writing, the only official 
results available are in the Expert and 
Intermediate classes. 

Number one Open Expert was Rick 
Shirey, mounted on a Yamaha. 
Following Shirey in the Open Expert 
class were Terry Bilton (Mai), second; 
and Jerry Van Blaricom (Mai), third. 

Mark Hateley, riding a Kawasaki 
(letting the good times roll!), romped to 
victory in 250 Expert, which presented 
the biggest payback of the day. 
Finishing in second place behind 
Hateley was Chris Bartlett (Hus), with 
third place going to Jon Miller (Suz) and 
fourth to Randy Stubbs, mounted on a 
Bultaco. 

Rounding out the Expert program 
for the day, Fred Joehnck (Bul), 
romped to 125 Expert victory. 
Finishing in second place was Vincent 
Clark (Suz), with a third going to Tom 
Grant (Pen). 

Next came the Intermediate results, 
with Tracey Bray (CZ), capturing the 
Open Intermediate event. As for the 
250 Intermediate contest, a tie for first 
place was declared between Russ 
Hoffman (Hon), and Dave Krikac (Bul). 
This was due to a slight problem in the 
scoring department.

From here on out, things get just a 
bit sticky, and results must be classed 
completely unofficial — and may 
remains so for at least two weeks. 

First of-all, Juana Madrid, riding a 
125 Suzuki, led all Powder Puffs, with 
the Minibike win going to Tommy 
Hopkins, who somehow failed to 
mention the size or type of his machine. 
NRA Prexy McNeal solved the problem 
by scoring the 100 Minibikers, who 
slipped in with the regular Mini classes, 
separately. Consequently, Hopkins will 
win his division, but there could well be 
other winners before the Minibike race 
is completely scored. 

Continuing with the  unofficials 
show, Chris Fortier, riding a 125 Honda, 
swept to 125 Beginner victory with a 
win at 100 Beginner going to Jeff 
Anderson, mounted on a Yamaha. Chet 
Hoover, riding a Honda, was the overall 
winner in the 250-Open Beginner race, 
but, as yet, we are not sure who 
captured the Open Beginner encounter. 

Again, in the 100-125 Novice class, 
Mark Lange, riding a 125 Honda, 
captured the overall victory, but we are 
not sure of the 100cc victory. 

Finally, Dave Arnold, riding a 250 
Honda, finished first overall in the 
250-Open Novice race, with the victory 
at Open Novice going to Gary Davies, 
riding a 360 Yamaha.

One thing that really stuck out 
in this particular article was State 
Director J. Russell Penny really making 
a thing about what controls he felt must 
be put on desert ORV use to stop the 
rapid increase of injuries. He estimated 
140 deaths and 2,000 serious injuries 
took place in ‘72 and injury totals 
would increase 100% in ‘73. 

That sounds a bit steep to me. I 
think Mr. Penny was trying to find one 
more excuse to keep his paws on the 
desert. The average reader must have 





that 
crippling ourselves with great regularity 
and that we have to be protected from 
ourselves. One thing that has got me is 


gotten the impression we're 


that the BLM is responsible for 
management of the land but has 
neglected to mark the danger areas. 
Desert riders who know that land like 
the back of their hands know where 
mine shafts are to be found, but hikers 
looking for rocks or flowers don't. This 
was brought up at a District meeting 
once and several desert clubs offered to 
mark the shafts if the Bureau would just 
provide the signs. Nothing happened, 
but watch and see. The first time a back 
packer falls into one there'll be signs all 
over the place! 

Another little newspaper story told 
of a police motorcycle going into the 





crowd when the ofticer lost control of it 
while doing a riding exhibition in a 
parade. He fell off but the bike 
continued because of the fixed throttle 
the big beasts have. Here comes the soap 
box. A fixed throttle may be good for 
something, but being a racer I can’t 
think what. Just out of sheer common 
sense, I can’t see why the motorcycle 
industry hasn’t put a voluntary ban on 
the things themselves. Laws have been 
passed right and left to change the 
appearance of our road bikes, but 
nothing has been done to do away with 
something that is a danger. When a rider 
drops it, the throttle should snap back. 


Yamaha 


The magazine road tests (and at 
times cycle paper tests) don’t always tell 
the story because often the riders don’t 
get enough time to really evaluate the 
bike. You have to live with the beast for 
a while. That’s what we’re doing. 

My husband has bought one of the 
new 500TX eight valve Yamahas. We 
think Yamaha, (who usually puts out 
good machines) really goofed on this 
one. It leaked, (Only British bikes are 
supposed to do that!) as did others of 
the same model that we have seen. 
Someone is doing some sloppy assembly 
work at the factory. The real corker was 
that there were missing shims on the 
crankshaft. We found out about these 
when we cajoled a shop manual out of a 
friend who works for Yamaha. Yeah, go 
ahead and say it, this time we used a 
little pull but only because the dealer 
couldn't get one! The breakdown 
showed the shims but they weren't in 
the engine when it was pulled down to 
get worked on. It was buttoned back up 
again and the factory was notified. 
Their people came down to rectify it. 
To save the cost of a major teardown 
they put a few less shims behind the 
timing gears on the crank. 

What gets me is how a big company 
can let a bike like that get out on the 
road causing customers such headaches. 
Ours isn’t the only 500TX that’s had 
teething problems. 

In its favor, when I consent to ride 
pillion there is no vibration, Other bikes 
we've had set teeth to humming or put 
the feet to sleep with vibrations. 


Speed Limits 


We’re all down to the lowered speed 
limits now. One thing you have to 
admit, it’s a lot more comfortable riding 
a bike on the freeway in cold weather 
now. e

“They’re coming in and kicking the tires! Kicking the 
tires!" ranted the dealer who had called us up. “It’s a 
whole new breed of customer. He doesn’t know 
anything about motorcycles. All that he wants to 
know is what kind of gas mileage it gets.” 

What we’ve done here is to assemble a list of the 
bikes that we’ve tested in the past two years with the 
gas mileage we obtained in riding them. The gas 
mileage figures were obtained under normal use, that 
is, street riding, both on and off the freeway if the 
bike was freeway legal. The bikes were often 
accelerated hard but the figures do not reflect any 
race track usage. They were obtained partially at 
cruising speeds of the past, ie., up to 80 MPH. 
Touring bikes were used partially for touring and 
mileage obtained during that kind of use is reflected 
in those figures. 

These figures don’t reflect maximum possible 
mileage because we didn’t try to get the best possible 
mileage. Better mileage could be obtained by 
accelerating more slowly and evenly, by closing the 
throttle earlier when slowing down, and by running at 
smaller throttle openings. 

Equipment, too, can be modified and adjusted for 
gas mileage. A friend of ours who owns a Ducati 750 
GT took a trip recently and experimented with gas 
mileage by running alternately at 65 to 70 and at the 
55 MPH limit. When he rode at 55, his mileage fell 
from 51 miles per gallon to 42 MPH. Some of the 
reason may be engine efficiency at the two speeds, 
but he’s also looking into carburetor metering at 
lower throttle openings. His lower speed fuel mixture 
was probably too rich because of incorrect needle 
setting, throttle cutaway or air screw setting. 

The rider looking for improved mileage should 
look to the state of tune of his machine. Make sure 
that it is properly tuned and maintained. Tire 
condition and pressure, chain and sprocket condition, 
bearing condition throughout the drive train, and 
brake drag all have their effects on gas mileage. 

Changing gearing — usually to taller gearing — may 
improve gas mileage, particularly if a major portion of 
the machine’s use is at high speed (if you can call 55 
MPH, the current California maximum, high speed). 
A road racing fairing would probably also improve 
mileage. Low speed mileage could be upped by 
lightening the bike. Finally, mileage will be altered by 
wind conditions and the amount of load that the bike 
is carrying. 

The chart below reflects figures for bikes operated 
under similar and fairly standard conditions during 


the past few years. Where we recorded significant 


variation during testing in gas mileage, it is noted.

Multi-Vis 

I recently bought a new Honda 750 
Four. The owner's manual recommends 
either 10 W—40 W or 20 W-50 W oil. 
The shop I bought it from put in 
straight 30 W. Ive got a case of straight 
40 W sitting in my garage and would 
kind of like to use it. What are the 
factors that I should consider in 

deciding what to do?

Dual purpose oils, like 10-40 or 
20-50, are recommended because when 
the engine is cold, the oil is in the 10 W 
state of viscosity. As the engine warms 
up and gets hotter, the oil thickens up 
and holds its highest viscosity rating or 
very close to it. As to why they put 30 
W oil in, I really don't know. The 30 W 
won't hurt anything if you let the 
engine’ warm up good before riding. 
After you get going, don’t jump on the 
freeway and run flat out for a long 
distance as the oil will tend to thin out, 
so the engine will be hard pressed to live 
very long. 


If you use the 40 W oil, it will take a 
lot longer to warm up. If you don’t run 
it long enough to thin out you may 
blow an oil line or cause seals to start 
leaking due to the increased oil pressure. 


Honda spends thousand of dollars on 
research and development and, not to 
poke fun, | fell they know more about 
their engine than your dealer. Another 
thing to remember is that you have 
violated your warranty by not following 
the owner’s manual recommendations. 
Which means you break, you pay. Do 
what they tell you and if it breaks, they 
will pay. 

For California riding, 1 would use 
20W-50W becuse it’s hotter here. If you 
live in a colder area, use 10W-40W. Use 
your 40W for chain oil. 


Fish oil? 

Is it better to use multi-viscosity or 
single viscosity oil in the forks of my 
125 Yamaha YZ?

Your new YZ has a very good set of 
forks. They have come a long way from 
the old 125cc of yesterday. Use only a 
good brand of fork oil m 10 or 20 
weight. For TT racing, or if you like a 
stiffer front end, use 30W. 
Multi-viscosity motor oil will not work 
too well because it will foam. But you 
do have a way out. Most oil companies 
make an oil they call turbine oil. It’s a 
little hard to get hold of but you can 
buy it in 10, 20, 30 or 40 weight. Then 
you can mix your own oil to get the 
ultimate front end damping. 


Forty centavos 

I have a 250 Yamaha twin and 1 
bought new pistons and rings for it but 
didn't get new circlips. Can I use the 
ones that were with it already? They 

look all right to me.

Don't take a chance. They only cost 
10 cents and that 40 cents total is the 
cheapest insurance you will ever buy. 
Some new pistons don’t come with 











circlips and dealers sometimes forget to 
advise you to replace them. The clip 
may look good to you, but is it? Look 
very close and you will see a wear mark 
where the pin has been rubbing on it, 
plus when you took it out you probably 
bent it just a little. It’s enough to keep 
the clip from seating in the groove. 

I don't need to tell you what 
happens if the clip comes out. If you're 
on the freeway going 70 you may lose a 
lot more than just the engine. Do a 
get-off on asphalt and it takes a long 
time to heal, 

Take the new clips and cut the end 
off. Leave just enough to get hold of 
with a pair of needle nose pliers when 
you have to replace them again. Always 
install the new clip by hand. Use your 
thumb. I know it hurts but if you use 
pliers, you may bend the clip which will 
ruin it. The reason for cutting the ends 
off is that under high RPM operation, 
there is a frequency of vibration that 
sets up in the clip and causes the end to 
snap off. 


PUCH-ing 
I have a 175 Puch and there is a lot 
of engine noise coming from the 
cylinder. The bike isn't very cold. Do 
you think it needs boring already? 
Roger Cosio 
Lawndale, California 


I’ve seen new engines worn out in one 
day because of improper air filter 
servicing. If you're in doubt about 
whether dirt got in, pull off the top end 
and mike the cylinder. Look very 
closely at the bottom of the intake port. 
This is where the most wear shows up. 
Any dirt that comes through the air 
filter washes down this part of the 
cylinder with the incoming gas charge, 
causing this to be the highest point of 
wear, 

The cylinder should mike out to 
under .006 inch wear. If it doesn’t, then 
it’s time to bore it. If the cylinder is 
OK, the engine noise could be from fin 
vibration, You can eliminate some of it 
by cutting a couple of rubber bands 
about an inch wide out of an inner tube 
and stretching them over the head. 


Plug life 

I just bought a 1972 360 Yamaha 
Enduro and | can't seem to get more 
than 30 to 40 miles on a spark plug. The 
air filter is good and there is no dirt 

coming through it.

If your jetting is good, then I think 
you might be the victim of an electrical 
problem. AC makes a spark plug that 
seems to help. Ask your local Yamaha 
dealer for them. 


Boiling over 
I have a 1973 175 Penton Jackpiner 
with the Bing carb. I'm an enduro rider 
and when I hit a long straightaway or 
run the bike hard, the gas boils out of 
the carb and it won't restart. I’ve done 
all the usual things like jetting, timing, 
etc. I have two buddies that ride with 
me on Jackpiners and they don't have 

this problem.

Jack, I've heard of this before and 
see you've done all the usual things to 
cure it. The problem may be in the 
intake manifold. The manifold, as you 
know, has no heat block between the 
carb and manifold throat. I'd do two 
things. 

First, where the manifold bolts to 
the cylinder, put in one more packing 
gasket. To be sure it seals good so you 
don’t get an air leak, put a coat of 
gasket cinch between them. Second, 
turn the end of the manifold down and 
make a nylon bushing that fits in the 
carb. (Or you can buy the bushing from 
Precision Cycle, heh, heh.) This bushing 
will keep the aluminum body of the 
carb from being right against the 
aluminum of the manifold and the carb 
then won't absorb the engine heat.

spaced gear ratios, a good silencer, bear 
trap footpegs, indestructibility, and 
lightweight and unobtrusive, yet 
functional lights. The Yamaha has all of 
them, and a personality of its own to 
boot. 

If compared to the other popular 
trials machines, the TY Yamaha is most 
like the MAR Ossa. The geometry is 
similar, so is the power. It’s a tad slower 
handling than the Bultaco Sherpa T or 
Montesa Cota, and it has a lighter 
flywheel than either, permitting more 
use of the throttle to negotiate nasty 
sections. The less-than-average flywheel 
effect makes the TY a better playbike 
than most trialers, more quick Rs to 
play with, but rarely is it a hindrance to 
genuine trials work. Only when the 
engine is called on to do some heavy 
pulling at extremely low RPM's, or 
when a long, slick uphill is encountered 
does the rider wish for more rotating 
engine mass. Many serious trials riders 
will consider the light flywheel a 
disadvantage, so surely an accessory 
house or two will come up with a 
bulkier replacement. 

The TK carburetor (very similar to 
Mikuni) allows excellent throttle 
response and runs clean up to the 
maximum of God-knows-how-many 
RPM. Just as importantly, the unit 
won’t load up if the bike is dropped. 
The thing starts easily, too. Japanese. 

Yamaha's Autolube oil injection 
system likely contributes to the engine's 
clean-running characteristics, because at 
the low Rs so critical to precise trials 
work the engine is only getting enough 
oil for sufficient lubrication instead of 
the full measure for any operating 
condition, as in a pre-mix system. 

While the suspension doesn't seem as 
precisely damped as the European Betor 
and Telesco trials units, the difference 
will probably only be distinguished by 
veteran trials riders. Impact damping on 
both the front and rear shocks is 
excellent, but the forks are a bit too 
sproingy on the rebound. The springs 
may be at fault. You can really slam 
into an obstacle hard without 
bottoming the forks, so hard that you'll 
be dabbing anyway. 

The five gears are well-spaced, with 
first being super low, second sort of 
low, third so-so, fourth getting faster, 
and fifth gear is for cruising between 
sections..rapidly. For really snotty 
going, we'd suggest a slightly lower 
overall ratio, which can be achieved by 
installing a countershaft sprocket one 
size smaller than stock. The thing shifts 
like a Yamaha Enduro: clean, positive, 
trustworthily. Just for the record, the 
clutch is strong, smooth, and easy to 
use, but you already know that about 
Yamahas. 

Both the front and rear brakes on 
our test TY Yamaha were absolutely 
perfect for trials work. Not grabby, yet 
affording considerable stopping power. 
However, the owner of another TY 
informs us that his brakes are poor. 
Manufacturing tolerances? TY's brakes 

| get wet too easy, and stay wet too long. 








Standing on the pegs became 
extremely comfortable once we 
replaced the stock handlebars. But some 
of you will no doubt prefer the 
stockers. Some people even like to play 
golf. The footpegs hold on to your boot 
even when muddy, and the seat is 
placed right where your behind lands 
when you're tired of standing. 

One of the thankful aspects of the 
TY is its light weight; 205 Ibs. dry, 
about 215-220 when you get oil in 
everything and a fistful of mud in each 
rim (they’re DID, but mud still sticks to 
‘em). Body weight shifts have a 
profound effect on the direction you’re 
going, and the son of a pup isn’t hard to 
pick up when you crash. 

All things being equal, we don’t 
think the TY will negotiate tight trials 
sections as well as, say, a Sherpa, but 
the Yamaha wins points because it is a 
more forgiving machine than a Sherpa. 
It doesn't require  brain-flexing 
concentration to ride stylishly, thus 
making it more suitable for Novices. 
However, it is the super precise steering 
that makes the Spanish trialers the 
100% no nonsense machines that they 
are, Brain-flexing concentration wins 
trials events, 

As we spent more time in the saddle 
of the TY, we began to wish it had 
enduro accoutrements. Not because 
trials riding isn’t the Yamaha’s bag, but 
simply because the bike would also 
make a fine Alpina-type machine. With 
different bars, seat and footpeg 
placement, the Yamaha Trials would be 
superb for the kind of enduros you’ll 
find anywhere east of California. You 
could probably even learn to live with 
the bike on the streets, after adding the 
horn and mirror necessary to meet most 
states’ legal requirements. 

The TY-250 comes from the crate 
with everything necessary to win trials 
events, but like every other type of 
single purpose competition bike it may 
require some fine tuning to suit your 
style. 

As we see it, the main problem with 
the bike is that everybody’s going to 
have one, which does little to gratiate 
trails riders’ innate desire to be 
different. Go buy a Sammy Miller hat.

DRA Hare Scrambles

The weather was again superb, the 
course was fun ‘n’ fast, the cham- 
pagne was cold, and the riders 
weren’t. With the light turnout, 


the riding wasn’t crowded either. 
Those who were there had a fine 
time. In keeping with DRA’s in- 
tention to put the fun back into 


desert racing, this, the second race of 
the month, was easy and fast. Was it 
ever fast! I watched the start from a 
point about two miles away and it 
looked like the leaders were on paved 
roads. The course was pure desert and 
had a little bit of everything to suit just 
about everybody. 

I asked Leslie Klug, first girl (and one 
of the best looking riders in any race), 
what she thought about the course and 
her reply was most enthusiastic.

Milestones of progress, 





Part 2

Motorcycle design down through 
the years has had a complex 
progress. As noted in Part I, most 
of the really significant steps for- 
ward had their birth on the 
world's classic racing courses. 
What was learned on the race 
track was often incorporated into 
the production roadsters — proving that 
racing does improve the breed. 

In Part I, I presented many of the 
most important technical improvements 
that have occurred. This time, I will 
present some of the less noticeable but 
equally important milestones of 
progress. 

Take the use of the aluminum alloy 
piston, for instance. In the early days of 
racing, pistons were made of steel. The 
steel piston was very heavy, of course, 
which places great stress on the 
crankshaft and lower end bearings. 
Failures were common. The steel piston 
also tended to run hot, which limited 
the compression ratio that could be 
used. 

One of those most suffering from the 
steel piston was the 1921 AJS 350cc 
single that turned over at the 
remarkable speed of 6500 RPM. The 
British marque found a way around this 
problem with their new forged alloy 
piston on their 1923 models, which was 
much lighter, dissipated its heat better 
and was less prone to crack. Within a 
few years the whole industry adopted 
this practice. Another improvement in 
piston design came in 1931 when 
Norton tried the slipper design on their 
works racers. This piston was as strong 
as the full skirt type, yet it was much 
lighter. 

The early AJS racing single was also 
responsible for another idea — this one 
being the use of an inlet valve larger 
than the exhaust valve. The result was 
more power. In the early side-valve 
engines the larger valve would have 
yielded little power gain, but the new 
OHV AJS with its hemispherical head 
was a natural for the big valve approach. 

Another new idea was the use of 
hairpin valve springs on the 1925 
Sunbeam singles. This design allowed 
equal valve control with less spring 
pressure, and then in later years its flat 
profile allowed the use of steeply 
inclined inlet ports on big singles. 

Valve control also took a big jump 
with the 1933 works racing Velocettes, 
which featured eccentrically mounted 
rocker arms to adjust the valve 
clearances. This reduced the weight of 
the valve gear and allowed higher revs 
with less fear of valve float, and it is still 
a popular practice today. 

The idea of “tuning” the exhaust 
system for more power did not enter 
the scene until 1932 when the British 
Rudge four-valve singles appeared with 
big megaphones on their exhaust pipes. 
An increase in power at higher engine 
speeds was obtained at the sacrifice of 
some bottom end power. Twenty years 
later Moto Guzzi improved on the idea 
with their reverse-cone megaphone, 
which added a bit at the lower revs. This 
megaphone bit may not seem very 
important for roadsters but it did make 
designers aware of the principle involved 
so that today we have mufflers with 
more power at lower decible readings. 

Another race-proven idea was the use 
of aluminum alloy for heads and 
cylinders. The early cast-iron engines 
tended to run rather hot, with their heat 
dissipation rate limiting the amount of 
compression that could be used. 
Velocette tried an alloy head on their 
1932 racers, which allowed the use of a 
higher compression ratio to produce 
more power. This was followed by alloy 
cylinders in 1933 on the Norton works 
racers, with these ideas gradually 
working their way into the roadster 
field. 

Yet another race-proven idea was the 
four-valve head, pioneered by Rudge in 








the 1930s. Rudge won many races with 
their pushrod engines, but the idea died 
out until 1959 when Honda first came 
to the Isle of Man with their 125cc 
twin-cylinder racers. It took Honda a 
few years to build a winner, but when 
they did all of Europe began to go back 
to the old Rudge idea. Honda then went 
one step further and began using the 
idea on some roadsters in the early 
1970s — the advantage being lighter 
valves that will not float as well as a gain 
in the spread of power that is available. 

There were, of course, some design 
improvements that did not eminate 
from the race track, One of the most 
significant was the 1938 Speed Twin 
from the Triumph factory. This 500cc 
model had a vertical twin design in 
which the pistons rose and fell in 
unison. The advantages were lighter 
pistons, smaller valves, more revving 
ability, less vibration than a single, and a 
compact design. 

The Speed Twin revolutionized the 
roadster field, and after the war it 
gradually put the big single to rest. Oddly 
enough, the vertical twin design has 
been very unsuccessful on the race 
courses of the world. The handling 
advantage of the single was lost, yet the 
new four-cylinder models were so much 
faster. 

During the 1950s, England lost her 
sales leadership, first to Germany and 
then to Italy. These countries also took 
command on the road racing Grand Prix 
courses, with one significant item being 
the new 125cc Mondial racers for the 
new lightweight class in international 
racing. The Italian “double knocker” 
single revved to 10,000 RPM and ran 
100 MPH, which staggered the world 
with performance from such a small 
engine. 

The trend was set and a whole host of 
small-engined buzz bombs made their 
debut in racing, to be followed with 
small roadsters that had high revving 
engines and a surprising performance. 
The post-war trend to lightweight road 
models was on its way. 

In the 500cc class, the Gilera “four” 
also took over from the Norton single, 
followed by many multis over the next 
two decades. This trend to more than 
two cylinders became manifest in the 
roadster field during the late 1960s, with 
the Honda 750 four proving that a fast, 
reliable, smooth, and beautiful “four” 
could be produced at a reasonable cost. 

Rider comfort was another area 
where racing improved the breed, with 
the much ignored seat finally receiving 
some attention by the British New 
Imperial record models in the 
mid-1930s. It was left to the 1948 AJS 
350cc 7R road racer to really get the 
dual seat show on the road, which was 
followed one year later on their road 
models. The old solo saddle was slowly 
put to rest. 

Improved rider comfort came 
through use of streamlined fairings. 
Probably the first use of a fairing was 
way back in the late 1930s when the 
supercharged Gilera-Rondine Four 
appeared with a crude “dolphin’’-type 
fairing in a race in Italy. After the war it 
was left to NSU and Moto Guzzi to 
develop and prove the merits of 
improved air penetration, and within a 
few years some sleek fairings began to 
be seen on road models. 

Today, many serious road riders 
would never think of blasting down the 
freeway without first getting that 
fatiguing blast of wind off them by 
using one of the many fairings on the 
market. 

The progress of motorcycle design 
down through the years is obviously 
tightly interwoven with the sport of 
motorcycle racing. One cannot help but 
wonder, if there had been no racing, 
where would we be now? Racing has 
had a tremendous impact on improving 
the breed, and perhaps the best part of 
this whole story is that the research on 
the race tracks is still going on today. e
